Unfortunately  this  is  not  a   complete   listing 
of  the  publications  of  the  faculty,    though  it  is  as 
ccmplete  as  possible  with  the   resources  available 
at  Sweet  Briar. 

Gaps  in  our  information  have  been  filled  in 
whenever  possible  from  information  supplied  by  the 
author,  but  even  this   service  is  second  only  to   the 
actual  handling  of  the  material   itself.     This  all 
makes  for  seme  inconsistency  in   the  bibliographical 
details  of  articles  in  foreign  publications  and  In 
some  of   the  older  works. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  several   of  the 
faculty  could  not  furnish  even  these   details   and  in 
some   cases  had  no   complete  record  of  tiieir  writings. 

Books,   pamphlets,  periodical  articles  and  musi- 
cal scores  are  included  and  listed  under  appropriate 
headings:   separately  published  works  being  listed 
under  Books  and  serial  publications  and  articles  in 
composite  works  under  Articles.     Material  published 
in  the  Collie  bulletins   is  excluded  as  are  also 
dissertations,   unless  published. 

Because  Sweet  Briar  College  is  primarily  a 
teaching  college  on  the  undergraduate  level,   where 
little  time   is  provided  for  research,    it  is  satis- 
factory to  note   that  even   in  the   midst  of   teaching 
and  time    consuming  coiimittee  work,  members  of   the 
faculty  have  found  the    opportiinity  to   do   some  writing.
